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DETAILED ACTION 



This a first office action in response to application filed on 4/6/2001 . Claims 1-4 are 
presented for examination. 

The amendments filed on 7/29/2002 and 2/25/2003 have been entered. 

The IDS filed on 7/8/02, 3/25/02, 10/21/02 and 1/20/04 have been considered by the 

examiner. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Conklin et al. 
("Conklin") patent No. 5,991, 881. 

As per claims 1 and 4, Conklin teaches a system of real time monitoring and 
control of networked computers (see fig 4-9), comprising: a monitoring computer unit 
capable of being communicatively coupled to a network system (col. 1 lines 10 et seq); 
a client computer unit capable of being communicatively coupled to the network system, 
the client computer including a client application that can detect states in the client 
computer and transmit the detected states to the monitoring computer unit via the 
network system to permit detection of an unauthorized software program or 
unauthorized behavior within the client computer unit, wherein the detection includes 
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calculating a maximum base count for entries in a defined registry segment (see fig 4-9, 
abstract, summary; col. 2 line 42 to col. 8 line 28 of the Conklin's specification). 

As per claims 2-3, Conklin teaches an administrator application capable to 
analyze the transmitted detected states and to issue command signal to control the 
client computer unit in response to a particular detected state in the client unit (see fig 6 
and 8; col. 4 lines 9 et seq.) 

Rosenblatt et al. (5606604) has been cited because it includes pertinent 
information to the claimed invention. Applicant is requested to consider this prior art of 
record upon responding to this office action.
